The  housing  situation  continues  to  give  rise  to  a  certain 
amount  of  anxiety*  A  largo  proportion  of  houses  in  the  district 
are  of  the  two-bedroom  terrace  typo?  many  being  without  such 
amenities  as  hot  water?  baths ?  fresh  water  closets  and  boarded 
living  room  floors*  Obviously?  those  amenities  can  only  be

provided  as  part  of  a  long  term  policy* 
families  are  housed?  this  type  of  dwelling  is  entirely  inadequate 
on  account  of  its  lack  of  suitable  bedroom  accommodation* 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  during  the  year  eleven  families  havo 
boon  rehoused  in  three-bedroom  type  council  houses*  The  problem 
of  rehousing  the  large  mixed  family  with  inadequ  h  bedroom  accomm¬ 
odation  as  against  the  small  family  living  in  lodgings  is  almost 
impossible  to  solve  with  such  a  limited  number  of  now  houses 
available*  In  connection  with  the  dwelling  houses  in  the  distric' 

it  is  interesting  to  note  that  out  of  a,  total  of  4? 211  houses? 
l?3j£4  havo  baths  installed* 


During  the  past  year?  the  water  supplies  have  been  regularly 
analysed  and  in  all  cases  have  found  to  be  satisfactory* 


The  Rodent  Gcntrol  scheme?  which  is  run  in  conjunction  with 
Church  Urban  District  Council?  has  boon  responsible  for  tho  control 
of  rat  infestation  in  tho  sewers?  refuse  tip  and  private  dwellin 

to  havo  worked  well  and  at  little  cost  to  tho  authority

I  should  like  at  this  point  to  make  a  comment  with  regard  to 
tho  Ambulance  service  *  During  tho  year?  I?l82  canes  v/ere 
removed?  an  increase  of  294- on  last  yean* 
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t  ^  During  tho  year  it  has  become  increasingly  obvious  that 
the  transport  position  in  tho  department  has  reached  a  stage 
wnero  it  as  imperative  to  replace  one  refuse  freighter  and 
one  salvage  van.  New  vehicles  have  now  been  on  order  for  a 
considerable  time  and  I  trust  that  delivery  of  those  will  not  be 
long  delayed,  otherwise  the  frequency  of  collection  may  be 
seriously  interrupted. 


Tno  need  for  salvage  of  all  our  waste  is  just  as  urgent 
as  over  and  we  are  constantly  reminded  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
oi  the  serious  position  with  respect  t©  raw  materials  and  tho 
necessity  for  their  supplementation  by  salvage.  During  the 
year  iu  nas  been  found  possiolo  to  collect  141  tons  of  waste 
materials  and  this  has  been  valued  at  £770  which  I  am  glad  to 
Sc-,/  as  an  increase  on  last  year  of  £109®  Tho  rationing  of 
f ooasbUi  i  s  is  still  with  us  and  I  hope  that  this  will  provo  a. 
constant?  reminder  uo  tho  citizens  of  tho  town,  that  much  can 
be  done  by  our  own  efforts  to  relievo  tho  shipping  position.
